Number of facts stand in full 
A panoply waiting for us to rec- 

ognize them for what they are. 
We hear much regretful talk today in 
high level dealership circles about the 
lack of really important collecting. 
What is meant, perhaps, is that there 
are no more million dollar a year col- 
lectors buying choice items. We also 
hear much about what many are 
pleased to call “primitive art,” and 
are sometimes amazed at the prices 
paid for pictures of steamboats, loco- 
motives, stagecoaches, factories, 
shops, stores, fire engines, etcetera, 
which, in spite of the fact that they 
are called primitive art are really 
commercial Americana. 

Most collectors today have purses 
that pinch them whenever there is 
an impulse to go overboard in terms 
of satisfying yearnings for certain 
antiques. One of the facts that face us 
is higher income taxes and tax sched- 
ules, which make it almost impossible 
for even high income people to invest 
heavily in antiques. But it seems to 
me that with the great popular in- 
terest there is in antiques, and con- 
sequently in many phases of Ameri- 
can history, there is great opportunity 
in collecting for those who, up to now, 
have not been much considered as 
collecting possibilities. I refer to the 
commercial and industrial concerns 
who are about the only people 
who can invest in antiques for the 
purposes of advertising and dis- 
play. I am not suggesting this as a 
subterfuge but as a forthright and 
open device by which every Ameri- 
can business of any consequence can 
achieve a pool of publicity and ad- 
vertising material that will be useful 
to them for many years and, at the 
same time, constitute display material 
that many important dealers, and 
even museums, would be glad to put 
on exhibition. 

Can we not, in some way, establish 
a promotional campaign, focused 
through Spinning Wheel, to create an 
issue devoted to promoting and ad- 
vertising materials from our stocks 
that should appeal to the heads of all 
kinds of American businesses? Can 
we not, as dealers form a pool of 
funds that would enable us to send to 
every advertising agency, every sales 
manager, and the heads of business 
concerns a copy of such a special issue 
devoted to the opportunities that ex- 
ist in Americana of commercial sig- 
nificance?

pect that some people are already 
collecting Newcomen material. 

In the March 1951 Spinning Wheel, 
on page 30, there is an editorial on 
American pioneer art in town and 
county atlases. These atlases are a 
source of delightful prints that do ap- 
proximate the best of our so-called 
“primitive” paintings and drawings. 
But these atlases also have excellent 
primitive-type pictures of all kinds 
of shops and factories. And atlases 
are not the only source of such pic- 
tures. We find them in gazeteers, in 
advertising portfolios and in the early 
periodicals. It is up to us as dealers, 


and as resourceful collectors, to break ~ 


up such atlases and other publications 
and segregate the prints by cate- 
gories, such as glass houses, steel 
mills, woolen mills, fire engine fac- 
tories, and so on. 

A few years ago I went to a sale 
where a single commercial atlas, 
which looked at best like a $10 item, 
brought close to $100. A dealer paid 
that price for it. Why? Because there 
were two colored prints of locomo- 
tives in it which are worth up to $100 
each at retail. Were these prints sold 
to a railroad executive? No, they 
were sold to a collector of business 
Americana. 


It would seem to me that we have 
at least 10,000 potential new cus- 
tomers for antiques when we finally 
can demonstrate to the present-day 
heads of American business that col- 
lecting the antiques of their business 
is good business. I don’t know 
whether the Lorillard Tobacco Com- 
pany collects the antiques of their 
business (which was ‘established in 
1760), but I do know that over 5000 
people are collecting Lorillard to- 
bacco cards issued by this company. 
It is amazing that no great exemplar

of the dairy business in America has 
started a collection of the antiques of 
the dairy business. But the Penn- 
brook Company of Philadelphia, 
which is a high grade custom dairy, 
not only started to collect such an- 
tiques but has perhaps the most im- 
portant collection of them now under 
one roof. (See November 1948 issue 
Spinning Wheel). 

It is not only prints, pictures and 
paintings that American business 
could collect. Surprisingly, there are 
many packages surviving—packages 
issued by American businesses in the 
past century or so. Some of these are 
delightful antiques, and others are 
better in every way than the pack- 
ages that contain consumer goods on 
sale today. 

There is one other point I would 
like to bring to the light. It has been 
said that if you are a dealer you can- 
not be a collector. I take precisely the 
opposite position. You can’t be a good 
dealer and understand collectors un- 
less you, yourself, are a collector. If 
any dealer needs a profit motive that 
is obvious before he does become a 
collector, this may start him on the 
upward path: if any one of us would 
diligently collect items having to do 
with a specific category of American 
business effort, by the time we had 
500 items in that collection it would 
be worth from five to ten times its 
cost. 

It is perhaps significant that li- 
braries and museums are today col- 
lecting the documentary material of 
American business with special ref- 
erence on the illustrative catalogs 
and price lists, the advertise- 
ments, and the pictures of early i 
factories.

An Editorial Round-Up 


ESTERN, of course,” is what 
W people say if you men- 

tion branding irons. They are 
thinking of cattle brands. The publicity 
enjoyed by the cattle country in both 
fact and fancy fiction, in the movies, 
in radio and on the stage has been 
so considerable that it causes nearly 
everyone to think of western cattle 
brands when brands or branding irons 
are mentioned. 

The first great directory of Texas 
was not primarily a directory of people 
but the “Texas Stock Directory”; a 
book of marks and brands, published 
in a series, by counties, to embrace the 
entire state, and printed at San An- 
tonio in 1865. This book gives pictorial 
representations of every brand used in 
marking Texas cattle. 

But cattle, sheep and swine were 
also branded in the east. We would be 
in great error if we thought of brands 
or branding irons only as something 
with which to mark beasts being 
raised for market. Iron brands were 
used to mark rum kegs, flour barrels, 
spinning wheels, chairs, and other 
furniture. Brands were used to mark 
hat boxes and other containers. Brands 
of wood were used to stamp bags and 
sacks. Silversmiths’ marks were tiny 
brands or punches which left the mark 
of the smith on his finished product. 
Woodenware makers used _ brands, 
either to stamp or burn their names 
or trademarks on their products. 
Coppersmiths, pewterers, tinsmiths— 
all are known to have used brands or 
marks. Every riflemaker had oppor- 
tunity to brand his product, and most 
of them did. Tobacco casks and bales 
were branded. 

Our researchers wrote to one of the 
mines of information from which one 
can always be sure of drawing in- 
teresting material. We refer to the 
private museum of Mary Earle Gould 
at Worcester, Massachusetts. Miss 
Gould submitted the following infor- 
mation: 

“In the early days of the New Eng- 
land countryside swine, geese and 
cows were taken to common pastures 
and scratching grounds owned by the

community. Ownership was seldom in 
dispute because the animals were 
marked with the stamp of ownership. 
In Virginia and Maryland there were 
sometimes common cow pens. In 
Boston cows were sent to pasture on 
the Common as late as 1840.” 

It may come as something of a sur- 
prise to readers of Spinning Wheel to 
know that the Law of the Common is 
still in force at York, Pennsylvania, 
and there are still, on occasion, locally- 
owned cows grazing in the park. 

Miss Gould informed us that “all 
swine had to be branded and nose- 
ringed before being permitted to roam 


the streets. and a local officer known

as the hog-reeve saw to it that the 
swine were properly branded and 
ringed. Similarly, cows and sheep had 
to be branded before being sent to 
common pastures. It seems that cows 
and pigs were branded with hot irons 
which seared off the hair and slightly 
touched the flesh. When not branded, 
cows were ear-cut in a special manner, 
from which we gain the term ‘ear- 
marked.’ Ear-marks were registered 
by town clerks.” Significantly, ear- 
marks are also recorded in the Texas 
Stock Directory.

“Sheep branding blocks were of 
wood and the ink was an oily, tarry 
substance which had to be heated to 
melt it to serve as an ink. Because of 
these tarry marks, many washings of 
sheared wool were necessary.

family possessions, and sometimes 
such brands were available with re- 
movable iron type so that any name 
could be composed and used as a 
brand.” 


One thing is quite sure, the field of 
brands and stamps offers an almost 
unlimited category of opportunities 
for collectors, and especially for men 
of industry to collect the brands and 
stamps pertaining to their own busi- 
nesses. Certainly cow brands are a 
part of the history of the dairy busi- 
ness. So, too, are the brands used to 
stamp milk pails. The huge enterprise 
that is our baking industry can count 
among its antiquities the brands used 
to mark flour barrels or to print flour 
sacks, not to mention the special 
brands that certain bakers used to 
identify the products of their ovens. 


The pictures of brands and stamps 
that are a part of this essay constitute 
a very intriguing lot of American 
antiquities. The captions accom- 
panying the pictures are every 
bit as important as the text.

glasswares produced within the Ohio, 
Western Virginia and Pennsylvania 
area of which Pittsburgh was the 
centre. It is technically, a geographic 
error to speak of “early West Virginia 
glass” because, when the glass here 
considered was produced, there was no 











bowl; it takes the general shape of a 
pear. Most of the covers are high, and, 
as one commentator has observed, 
allow for the continuous presence of a 
spoon in the contents, whether sugar 
or jam, honey, jelly or conserve. The 
decoration on the pieces are ribbing, 
swirling, and various diamond motifs, 
achieved by forming in a pattern mold 
before final shaping and finishing. 


Glass production started in this re- 
gion in the latter years of the 18th 
century. There are advertisements of 
record having to do with the estab- 
lishment of glass houses in the Pitts- 
burgh area which indicate also that 
a firm determination to make the glass 
industry a success in the region was 
prevalent. Glass workers from the 
East had already started to “Go West”. 
Window glass was produced along 
with bottles and hollow wares for an 
ever increasing population of what 
were naively called “emmigrants” 
from the original 13 Seaboard states. 
Green, amber, some almost clear glass 
and some delightful shades of aqua- 
marine are the characteristic tints. 


It is now assumed that by 1825 the 
production was stabilized as to general 
form, quality standards, and phi- 
losophy of manufacture in all of the 
then operating glass houses. There 
were more of these than most col- 
lectors think, established in Virginia, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio. The glass, 
generally, was a brilliant metal, blown 
thin, and with great dexterity and 
finesse. After this first quarter mile- 
stone of the 19th century was passed, 


collectors all know the simple cate- 
gory of characteristics by which Mid- 
Western type glass is identified. All 
collectors can readily master these. 
Generally speaking the objects called 
sugar bowls are recognizable by the 
contour of the combined cover and

FLOOR COVERINGS 


Hooked Rug Patterns 
by E. ROSS & COMPANY

~— CATEGORY of antique floor cover- 
ings embraces many forms of textile, 
needle and loom work, all of which will 
be treated specifically in Antiques Digest. 
Since pioneering efforts at rug making 
were generally the result of home indus- 
try or domestic economy, the production 
primarily consisted of braided or rag 
rugs and the more complicated hooked 
rug. These floor coverings, therefore, will 
be given first recognition in these pages. 
However, in proper sequence, sanded 
floors, embroidered rugs, Turkey carpets, 
painted floor cloths, floor oilcloths, tap- 
estry-weave rugs, Axminsters, Kiddermin- 
sters, and other floor coverings will 
receive attention. 


The most generally known floor cover- 
ing accredited as early (regardless of the 
date of making) is the hooked rug. Pat- 
terns for this type of rug were produced 
commercially from c. 1865. Antiques 
Digest here begins listing every hooked 
rug pattern issued by early producers of 
patterns. Pages 2 and 3 of this series will 
contain more information and details of 
how these patterns were made, and by 
whom. 


ROSS HOOKED 
RUG PATTERNS 


E. Ross & Co., Toledo, Ohio, estab- 
lished in the 1870's, in 1889 issued a 
complete catalog of every pattern sold 
by them. These patterns were printed or 
stenciled on the basic hooking founda- 
tion, and suggested the colors the rug 
worker should use. The following is a 
complete list of the Ross hooked rug 
patterns.

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LITHOGRAPHS: American 
Views in Sets and Parts 1 
“The Valley of the Mississippi” 


Lithography is the art of printing from drawings or 
other copy, made in grease crayon on porous stone. 
The stone is wetted after the desired subject is drawn 
upon it; the drawn-upon portion repelling the water

and the undrawn portion absorbing it. Next, greasy 
ink is rolled over the stone, the wet surface repelling 
the ink and the drawn surface accepting it. By this 
simple process “Pictures for Everyone” were assured. 





| pena IS DONE by laying a sheet of 

paper on the stone and passing paper 
and stone under a roller. The major por- 
tion of American lithographs were single 
stone (one color) prints, generally in 
black on white paper. Color was first 
applied free hand, later by stencil, and 
finally by multiple printings involving 
many stones, one for each tint and color. 


American views done by lithography 
are numerous, and a considerable num- 
ber of them are well-known, Antiques 
Digest will not begin its informative pro- 
gram with retelling the well-known facts 
but by an exposition of litthe known 
lithographic views of American interest, 
by American artists and lithographers. 
Certain of these prints are sometimes 
found and are unidentified because no 
data about them are readily available. 


Few collectors have knowledge of the 
prints deriving from “The Valley of the 
Mississippi Illustrated.” drawn and litho- 
graphed by J. C. Wild, published at 
St. Louis, Mo., 1841. Of this volume J. 
Christian Bay once said, “It is the most 
desirable, all around mid-western book 
in existence.” 


It is not, strictly speaking, a book, but 
a portfolio of prints with text, issued in 
parts, containing in all 35 views, several 
of which are here pictured and all titles 
listed. These are single stone lithographic 
prints, approximately 714x414 _ inches, 
except for four panoramic views of St. 
Louis which are on sheets 18x 11 inches. 
Only 15 complete copies of the publica- 
tion seem to have survived, but many 
individual prints have been preserved, 
often framed, but seldom identified for 
what they are—American lithographs 
rarer than N, Currier and Currier & Ives. 


These prints constitute the entire se- 
ries. All are titled under the print, are 
signed, and bear the copyright entry line 
dated 1841.

Unmarked pottery 
identification or attribution re- 
quires considerable expert knowl- 
edge deriving from subjective and 
objective experience, Our first ob- 
jective in these pages is to show 
the marks by which certain New 
England wares can be identified 
because the marks appear on the 
products. 

The important pottery regions 
of colonial and early Federal days 
were New England, New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
the South, the mid-West, and the 
Shenandoah Valley. 

While a surprising number of 
potters in these areas did mark 
their wares, an even greater num- 
ber did not. Unfortunately, most 
of the early potters were in this 
latter category. The potters and 
potteries of New England known 
to have marked their wares are 
here listed. The numbers preced- 
ing the name of the pottery corre- 
spond with the numbers on the 
chart of marks.

— WERE IMITATED in stained 
soft wood, veneers, plaster-of- 
Paris, papier maché, and other 
plastic or cast carving and copper- 
leaf. The price range seems to have 
been from a high of $50 for a large 
carved rosewood and gilt example 
with brackets for candles, down to 
less than a dollar for a smaller but 
fairly faithful replica made from 
cheap materials, stained to imitate 


rosewood. 


Certain of these oval frames 
were made of ceramic materials 
stoneware, red pottery, and even 
Sevres and Meissen porcelain. 
They were also made of agate- 
ware, delftware, and majolica. The 
“oval” was the favored frame style 
of millions of people, and there 
was scarcely a home in the U. S. 
that did not boast a pair of oval- 
framed pictures, photos, chromos, 
or what. Often these frames were 
used to display hairwork, wax- 
work, sand pictures, montages, col- 
lages, velvet stenciled work, and 
other parlor art. 


Now the ovals seem to have 
reached antiques status, regardless 
of the federal statute fixing 1830 
as the dividing line between true 
and false antiquity. 

Extensive manufactories devoted 
wholly or in part to the produc- 
tion of fancy oval frames were in 
New Haven, Hartford, 
Providence, Albany, New York, 
Newark, Philadelphia, Baltimore,

the Mid-Western glass makers de- 
veloped gorgeous blue, purple and 
amethyst colors of great depth and 
clarity, and a brilliant yellow green 
that seems to have been, more or less, 
the product of Ohio glass houses. 

Illustration 1 is from the Mrs. 
Frederick S. Fish collection, sold at 
Parke-Bernet. It is off-hand blown and 
is attributed to the Monongahela dis- 
trict. It is sea-green in color and it 
may be the product of the Bethany 
Glass Works, Wayne County, Pennsyl- 
vania where my own excavations have 
unearthed fragments of sea-green 
colored glass. This sugar bowl sold for 
$90 which, in my opinion, was a low 
figure. Illustration 2 is of a pale purple 
creamer, expanded diamond motif, 
and a purple sugar bowl, blown with 
wide ribs. Both are from the Fish 
collection. When sold at Parke-Bernet 
the creamer brought $140 and the 
bowl $310. The bowl was formerly in 
the McKearin collection. 

There are sturdy, heavily ribbed 
decanters, bar-bottles, pitchers, sugars 
and other utility pieces which can still 
be found, along with an occasional 
sugar bowl, in clear, cobalt blue or 
amethyst which, while not rarities, are 
excellent examples of Mid-Western 
type glass that can be purchased with- 
out denting the budget too deeply. 

Illustrations 3 and 4 are character- 
istic Mid-Western type covered sugar 
bowls. No. 3 is blown in broken swirl 
pattern and is clear glass. No. 4 is of

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Squelching the Snobs of Collecting 


1. Those Who Sneer at Others Who 
Adapt Antiques as "Planters" 


she had a superiority complex in 

respect of her own status as a col- 
lector of antiques. At a certain antiques 
appreciation gathering, she said: “I 
think it is deplorable how the unin- 
formed, in their pitiful attempts at 
collecting, are converting all sorts of 
unspeakable things such as loom 
shuttles, bed pans, etcetera into what 
they call “planters”. You can hear 
them everywhere saying how nice 
such and such would be for ivy, or 
geraniums, or something. In my 
opinion this class should publicize 
such futile attempts to make antiques 
into something they are not. These 
people must be taught what to do, and 
we should do something to teach 
them.” 

The leader of the discussion group 
for that evening was not in a position 
to disagree with her. He worked for 
the lady’s husband, and was squiring 
the lady’s daughter. So he said, “This 
is a most interesting commentary and 
deserves our attention. Does anyone 
here have any thoughts on how we 
could combat this ‘planter’ tendency ?” 

A real cute little person, as perky 
as a robin, rose and said, “Indeed, I 
think we should do something. We 
should congratulate the beginning 
collectors who are using loom shuttles, 
bed pans, pie dishes and chamber pots, 
or anything else, as planters. In their 


[rr ned sip she was a lady. But 


own way they are doing precisely 
what a great many of our top level 
collectors are doing. Only last week, 
at the greatest antiques gallery in 
America, I overheard a woman whose 
income is probably equal to the com- 
bined resources of all of us here. She 
remarked that she thought it was 
wonderful the way the gallery pic- 
tured “wall lavabos of etain and 
delftware” with plants growing in 
them. She proposed to purchase half 
a dozen for the west solarium at 
Skyfield, her country place, as they 
would be simply perfect for orchids. 
Now what, I ask, is the difference 
between the top level wealthy collector 
buying expensive tin and delftware 
lavabos for use as planters, even 
though for orchids, and a beginning 
collector planting ivy in a loom shuttle 
or a bed pan? The wall lavabo, as we 
all know, was a bedroom closet item. 
So is the bed pan and the chamber 
mug. Can it be that orchids make this 
good taste and ivy makes it poor 
taste? I don’t think so. So let’s handle 
this matter by congratulating every 
little collector who is using antiques 
as planters, or in any other way that 
pleases him.” 

With this commentary, The Spinning 
Wheel most heartily concurs. We wish 
we might have been there to see 
the snobbish collector blush to i 
the roots of her hair. 


Editorial Note: When Jane Scott of our Editorial Department received this story 
from a friend, the entire staff agreed it was deserving of publication not once but 
many times. There are too, too many snobs on the fringe of the collecting world 
and, in almost every case, they are snobs because they know but little, rather 
than much, concerning what goes on, what is good taste, or what trends are in 
the making. So we reiterate, let us have more information of this kind; it is like 


a bracing breeze!

What Is An Ironstone 
Hunting Pitcher? 


This inquiry is answered by Fay G. 
Holly of Rumson, New Jersey, with a 
picture. This hunting pitcher is of 
Mason’s ironstone and is so marked, 
with an additional mark “To Ho” 
(Tallyho) in raised letters in a rec- 
tangle. As will be noted in the photo- 
graph, the figures of the hounds are in 
high relief and stand out from the 
surface of the pitcher. We recommend 
that you follow the “What Is It?” sec- 
tion from month to month as we will 
have much more to say in answer to 
“What is ironstone?” 





Aspergill, not Asperges, please! 


The brush pictured in the November 
issue of Spinning Wheel in “What Is 
It,” is more properly called an asper- 
gillum or aspergill, rather than “as- 
perges”. In the sacrament of sprink- 
ling holy water a device of globular 
form, perforated and holding a sponge 
soaked in holy water, was sometimes 
used instead of a brush. This is also 
called an “aspergillum”. These data 
are graciously submitted by Mrs. 
Charles A. Wilson of Hartford, Conn., 
for the further edification of the 
readers of Spinning Wheel. 


Old Abe, the War Eagle, 
Documented by Reader! 


Mr. O. G. Guttery of Alton, Kansas, 
tells us that his father brought home 
a picture of Old Abe on his return from 
the wars in 1864. His story is that the 
eagle was captured when two months 
old by a Chippewa Indian in 1861. He 
sold it to a tavern keeper at Au Claire, 
Wisconsin, who presented it to Cap- 
tain Perkins, Commandant of the Au 
Claire Eagles, who carried the live 
eagle with the flag of the regiment on 
all marches and engagements to 
September 17, 1864. Old Abe was then 
presented to the State of Wisconsin 
and was assigned quarters in the 
capital where he lived for many years. 
When Old Abe died, he was stuffed 
and preserved among the archives of 
the state. He was in many battles. 
E. F. Hines took a picture of Old Abe 
and, after losing an arm while serving 
with Old Abe’s regiment, he earned a 
living by selling the pictures. 


Who Has Heard Mary Gregory 
Was the Model And Not the 
Painter of the Glass? 


Mrs. A. F. Roberts of Portland, Ore- 
gon, tells us she has heard that Mary 
Gregory glass was decorated by a man 
named Gregory who used his little 
daughter, Mary, as his model. He 
always called his glass “Mary Gregory” 
for her. Are there any other readers of 
Spinning Wheel who have heard this 
version of the Mary Gregory story?

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BOOK REVIEWS 





Antique Collecting for Everyone, by 
Katharine Morrison McClinton. New 
York; McGraw-Hill, 1951. $5 


As perhaps many collectors have 
noticed, Books on Antiques are no 
longer three or four dollars items in 
general. The price, due to increased 
costs of paper, plates and printing is 
now averaging over five dollars. In 
this case, “Antiques Collecting for 
Everyone” is more than a big five 
dollar’s worth. The author has pat- 
terned her generously sized volume 
along the lines of informal chats well 
peppered with fact, on so wide a 
variety of subjects that few will 
quarrel with the promise of the title. 
Mocha ware, Leeds ware, Wedgwood’s 
“Queensware”, Flowing blue, Ma- 
jolica, Children’s Mugs, Pratt ware, Pot 
lids, Stoneware, Rockingham, Toby 
Jugs, Plaster-of-Paris figures, Trivets 
and Sad iron holders, Brass and Iron 
cooking utensils, are but a few of the 
subjects treated. There are chapters 
on Britannia, Woodenware, Handker- 
chiefs, Needlework pictures and Wall 
paper .... proving that which Spin- 
ning Wheel has always said “there are 
Antiques enough to go ’round and 
there are enough categories of collect- 
ing to suit the taste of everyone from 
8 to 80. This volume goes on Spinning 
Wheel’s list of Recommended Books 
for Beginners. We are of course 
pleased to note the author has seen 
fit to consolidate certain of the state- 
ments made by our contributors in 
recent years, about the antiques now 
collected by many enthusiasts. 


“Antiques Fakes & Reproductions” by 
Ruth Webb Lee, Northboro, Mass., 
1950. Published by the Author. $5 


Trust Ruth Webb Lee to get right at 
the heart of the matter. She states in 
no uncertain terms, “A Reproduction 
becomes a fake when it is sold as a 
genuine antique”. If anyone can take 
issue with that statement, or does, 
that person is suspect. Any active or 
beginning collector can read and re- 
read this volume to their everlasting 
profit; in fact thorough study of the 
book will save at least its full price on 
any purchase that involves a reason- 
able doubt as to the authenticity of 
the object under consideration. Unfor- 
tunately there are other publications 
purporting to give the reader valuable 
information and which having failed 
to do so have made many people 
dubious about whether or not any 
book can impart the required infor- 
mation. Ruth Lee’s book does this, not 
by words alone but by hundreds of 
illustrations that show the reproduc- 
tions . . . every one of which is a fake 
when sold under the guise of an an- 
tique. Reproductions of Blown Glass, 
Historical Flasks, Souvenir Cup Plates, 
Pattern Glass, Milk Glass, Paper- 
weights, Lamps & Globes, Bohemian 
Glass, Dolphin Candlesticks & Com- 
potes, American Silver, Ceramics, Me- 
chanical Banks, Ironwork and Novel- 
ties are all treated, chapterwise, in 
this valuable volume. Here one can 
really find the guiding light necessary 
to safeguard one’s investment in any 
of the categories of antiques covered.

American Brass Earmarked 

There seems to be some misunderstand- 
ing about the difference between English 
and Early American Brass. One writer 
states “it is difficult to distinguish Amer- 
ican from English” and@ so on. The facts 
are these: Brass was scarce in America 
prior to 1800. Our founders did not cast 
pieces of antiques interest (candlesticks, 
fire iron mounts, etcetera) in the solid. 
They cast them in halves, hollow, and 
brazed the pieces together. If there is a 
brazing line showing in early brass the 
chances are it is American make.

Great-Grandmother Was A Good Cook 


. .. And to Cook a Good Meal In A 
Fireplace, You Had to Be Good! 


by Rutu Gist PicKENs 


GREAT many people of this 

day and age wonder how in the 

world great-grandmother ever 
cooked without a stove, and how she 
managed without electricity, or even 
kerosene lamps, refrigeration, lino- 
leum, and so on. 

As a matter of fact, great-grand- 
mother had a nice, wide, deep hearth 
and the most glorious collection of 
spiders, Dutch ovens, sauce pans and 
hanging pots and kettles imaginable. 
On dark days, if she wanted to know 
how the contents of her pots were 
cooking, she could lower a Betty lamp 
into the pot and examine it! 

Great-grandmother’s recipes are 
something to ponder over in terms of 
modern kitchens and modern prices 
for food products. She used butter by 
the pound, while we dole it out by the 
ounce. She used cream by the quart, 
while we buy it by the half pint. She 
used sugar, molasses, wine, rum, eggs, 
flour — in quantities to make one’s 
mouth water. She produced some of 
the most delicious pies, cakes, pud- 
dings and roasts imaginable, right in 
the fireplace you see here pictured. 

The objects on the mantelpiece, 
from left to right, are a block tin tea 
or coffee pot, sheet iron coffee pot, 
tea caddy, covered jar, laundry paddle, 
candle mold, and a pair of preserve 
jars. The objects hanging under the 
mantel shelf, left to right, are meat 
forks, waffle iron, skimmer-ladle, 
powder horn, meat fork, and strainer 


ladle. Inside the fireplace, on two 
cranes, hang three-footed iron kettles 
of various sizes. In front of these 
stand an elegant brass kettle, a small 
lipped iron sauce pan, the bottom of a 
cast iron Dutch oven, and a four- 
legged sauce pan with spike handle. 
That spike fitted into a much longer 
wooden handle; in fact, you could 
stand six feet away from the fire and, 
with the proper length handles on 
your pans and pots, manipulate them 
as you would. Standing beside the 
fireplace are two pairs of tongs, a 
shovel, a conch shell, and an army 
musket with bayonet. The spinning 
wheel is in perfect running order, 
even to the distaff in which the hank 
of flax was held. 

As a further example of how great- 
grandmother operated her kitchen 
facilities, here is one of her recipes for 
cooking rice: 

To 3 quarts of fresh, new milk, 

brought to a boil, put a teacupful 

of rice that has been carefully 
picked and washed. Cook slowly, 
but constantly, before the fire in 
an uncovered vessel for four hours. 

Then season with butter, sugar 

and cinnamon. You must use fresh, 

new milk, otherwise it will curdle 
before the rice is cooked. 

This recipe was so greatly appre- 
ciated in 1821 that the editor of the 
American Farmer recommended 
it to all housewives as the per- 
fect way to cook rice!

Index of American Design, by Erwin 
O. Christensen. The MacMillan Co., 
New York; The National Gallery of 
Art, Washington, D. C. $15. 1950. 


One of the greatest single reposi- 
tories of the items of social history we 
call antiques is that great collection 
of paintings and drawings made dur- 
ing the depression years of the 1930’s, 
financed by the Federal government, 
and properly designated as the Index 
of American Design. There are per- 
haps 10,000 drawings in this archive, 
from which 378 illustrations, 117 in full 
color, printed on 9 x 12” pages, con- 
stitute the backbone of this volume. 

Throughout the book, literally a 
monumental piece of publishing, there 
is a similarity of rendering that might 
lead one to believe all of the drawings 
are from the same hand. This is most 
emphatically not so—the drawings in 
the Index of American Design are not 
spontaneous creative efforts on the 
part of the artists involved but are the 
result of assigned tasks in terms of 
subject and technique of rendition. 

We have already heard such com- 
ments as “Every taxpayer has already 
paid for his copy of this book.” While 
true in part, the fact remains that 
without the expenditure of tremendous 
sums of public money, this book could 
not have had existence. If the pub- 
lisher had to include the cost of the 
original art work in the price of the 
book it would be beyond the purse of 
all but our wealthiest citizens. Con- 
sequently, even-at $15, this book is a 
bargain. We are advised that this 
price does not include a royalty of any 
kind for the author, editors, or other 
employees of the government who 
prepared this book for publication. 
There are nineteen chapters, grouped 
within five divisions. The 378 illus- 
trations selected from the entire Index 
of American Design must have been a 
task requiring months of work by the 
ur 
' ones of us had hoped that one day 
the Index. of American Design in its 
entirety, would be issued as a pictorial 
catalog. Now that we have seen some- 
thing of the richness of the content of 
this collection, let’s hope that even- 
tually the entire index will be pub- 
lished by the Government Printing 
Office and sold at the cost of produc- 
tion. Many of us who collect antiques 
might encourage this much to be de- 
sired venture if we wrote to our repre- 
sentatives in Congress suggesting the 
enactment of legislation authorizing 
publication of the complete index. 

It is a pity that twice as many pic- 
tures were not put into this book and 
the text confined to factual captions 
about the objects, and when and 
where they were made. — Carl W. 
Drepperd
